Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer  tilted  his  office 
chair  back,  turned  and  gazed  across  the 
green  campus.  There,  in  gleaming  white 
and  red  and  black  and  green  splendor,  sat 
the  College  Center  which  —  when  com- 
pleted —  would  bear  his  name.  Outward- 
ly, the  inviting  structure  appeared  to  be 
ready  for  use.  But  inside,  workmen  still 
worked.  The  building  would  not  be  ready 
for  use  until  June  10. 

Watching  the  college  president  intently 
was  Dave  Wright,  Greensboro  TV  announ- 
cer and  chairman  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion's Alumni  Day  committee.  He  saw  in 
the  new  building  the  perfect  facility  for 
Alumni  Day  activities:  a  registration  area, 
lounging  areas,  meeting  rooms,  snack  bar, 
dining  area.  All  in  one  building.  All  in  one 
AIR-CONDITIONED  building.  He  wanted 
alumni  to  use  the  building  on  Alumni  Day. 
But  Alumni  Day  is  June  1  —  ten  days 
early. 

"It  seems  to  me",  President  Cromer  be- 
gan slowly,  "I  remember  telling  the  alumni 
last  spring  that  that  would  be  the  last 
time  I  would  greet  them  in  the  temporary 
dining  hall." 

Using  the  center  for  meetings  would  be 
no  problem,  he  explained.  The  construction 
will  have  been  completed.  But  serving 
meals  in  the  College  Center  on  June  1  is 
another  matter;  the  kitchen  equipment  will 
not  have  been  moved  from  the  temporary 
dining  hall.  Serving  the  noon  luncheon 
there  would  be  too  difficult,  he  stated. 

"But    as    for    the    evening    dinner",    he 


continued,  "we  will  find  a  way.  We  will 
probably  have  to  prepare  the  food  in  the 
temporary  dining  hall  and  transport  it  to 
the  center  for  serving.  But  you  can  plan 
on  the  Alumni  Dinner  in  the  center." 

The  good  news  for  Dave  Wright  is  good 
news  for  all  alumni.  They  who  attend 
the  1963  Alumni  Day  will  attend  the  in- 
formal opening  of  the  Voigt  R.  Cromer 
College  Center.  Seeing  this  building  — 
the  largest,  costliest  and  most  exciting  on 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  campus  —  is  in  itself 
justification  for  a  trip  to  Hickory. 

In  addition,  there  is  an  excellent  Alumni 
Day  program  planned  for  the  day.  Mr. 
Wright  and  his  committee  have  worked 
since  last  fall  to  develop  a  program  that 
will  be  interesting,  enjoyable  and  stimu- 
lating, yet  casual  enough  to  allow  plenty 
of  time  to  renew  old  acquaintances  and 
perhaps  make  some  new  friends. 

The  program  has  been  planned  especially 
for  those  alumni  whose  classes  will  not  be 
holding  reunions.  This  Alumni  Day  will 
be  for  all  alumni.  Those  whose  classes 
will  be  meeting  in  reunion,  of  course,  will 
have  an  extra  dividend  —  their  class  meet- 
ings- 

In  an  effort  to  avoid  exaggeration,  we  are 
trying  hard  to  use  restraint  in  announcing 
this  program.  But  confidentially,  all  things 
are  working  together  to  make  this  event 
a  high  point  in  the  history  of  Lenoir  Rhyne 
alumni  activities.

It  will  seek  to  explore  questions 
regarding  the  church's  historical  relation- 
ship with  the  U.  S.  government,  the  impact 
of  recen1  Supreme  Court  decisions  on  the 
traditional  relationship,  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  separation  of  church  and  state 
belief  can  be  carried. 

Panelists  for  the  discussion  will  be  three 
Lenoir  Rhyne  professors:  Dr.  H.  R.  Green- 
holt,  professor  of  his  ory;  Dr.  D.  P.  Rudisill, 
professor  of  Bible  and  philosophy;  and  Prof. 
Russell  E.  Brown,  associate  professor  of 
economics.  Mr.  Wright  will  serve  as  mod- 
erator. 

The  symposium,  open  to  all  alumni,  will 
be  presented  in  two  45-minute  parts.     Part 

I  will  begin  at  2:45  p.m.  and  feature  ten- 
minute  sta'ements  by  each  of  the  panel- 
ists and  a  fifteen -minute  discussion  among 
the  panelists. 

Following    a   fifteen-minute    recess,    Part 

II  will  begin  at  3:45  p.m.  featuring  an  ex- 
change of  opinions  and  questions  and  an- 
swers among  the  panelis's  and  members 
of  the  audience. 

The  event  will  be  held  ■ —  as  will  most 
events  on  the  Alumni  Day  program  —  in 
the  new  air-conditioned  Voigt  R.  Cromer 
College  Center. 

Preceding  the  symposium,  returning  al- 
muni  will  be  given  a  designated  oppor- 
tunity to  meet  Lenoir  Rhyne  professors 
and  instructors.

Judge  Luther  W.  Youngdahl,  former  gov- 
ernor of  Minnesota  and  now  judge  of  the 
United  States  district  court  for  the  District 
of  Columbia,  will  deliver  the  commence- 
ment address  at  Lenoir  Rhyne's  72nd  an- 
nual commencement  on  June  3. 

Preacher  for  the  baccalaureate  service 
on  Sunday  afternoon,  June  2,  will  be  Dr. 
E.  Theodore  Bachmann  of  New  York  City, 
executive  secretary  for  the  Board  of  Col- 
lege Education  and  Church  Vocations  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Plans  for  the  three -day  commencement 
program  which  begins  on  June  1  were  an- 
nounced this  month  by  Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cro- 
mer, president  of  the  college. 

Alumni  Day  events,  including  class  re- 
unions, a  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation board  of  directors  and  the  annual 
alumni  dinner,  will  be  held  on  Saturday, 
June  1.  The  baccalaureate  service  is  plan- 
ned for  Sunday  at  4:30  p.m.,  and  the  closing 
graduation  exercises,  when  Judge  Young- 
dahl speaks,  are  scheduled  for  Monday  at 
10  a.m.^ 

Mr.  Youngdahl  has  served  as  district 
court  judge  in  the  District  of  Columbia 
since  1951.  Prior  to  that  he  served  three 
terms  as  governor  of  Minnesota  and  four 
years  as  member  of  the  Minnesota  Supreme 
Court.  A  native  of  Minneapolis,  he  gradu- 
ated from  Gustavus  Adolphus  college  and 
Minnesota  College  of  Law  before  embarking 
on  a  career  which  has  included  private  law 
practice,  law  school  professor  and  dean, 
assistant  city  attorney  and  municipal  court 
judge. 

Dr.  Bachmann,  the  baccalaureate  prea- 
cher, is  a  native  of  Philadelphia  and  receiv- 
ed his  education  at  Haverford  (A.B.),  Har- 
vard (M.A.),  Philadelphia  seminary  (B.D., 
S.T.M.)  and  University  of  Chicago  (Ph.D.).

years  later,  it  would  meet  again  when  the 
Classes  of  1946,  1947  and  1949  are  meeting 
in  reunion.  In  another  five  years,  the  class 
would  be  holding  a  reunion  simultaneously 
with  the  Classes  of  1947,  1949  and  1950. 
Five  years  later,  its  reunion  would  coincide 
with  the  reunions  of  the  Classes  of  1949, 
1950  and  1951.  The  19-year  cycle  for  the 
class  of  1948  would  begin  again  rour  years 
later. 

The  plan  also  schedules  a  25  th- and 
50th -year  reunion  for  those  classes  whose 
reunions  would  not  normally  come  in  the 
anniversary  years.  At  its  50th-year  re- 
union, each  class  would  discontinue  the 
19-year  cycle  and  schedule  reunions  on 
five-year   anniversaries.
